THE WAR: 


ApMIRAL RoZHDIESTVENSKY en- 
tered the Tsushima Straits, between 
the islands of Iki and Tsushima, on 
the morning of the 27th ult., with 
eight battleships, five of them mo- 
dern vessels of twelve and thirteen 
thousand tons, three smaller ironclads 
of over four thousand tons each, nine 
cruisers of from over eight thousand 
to over three thousand tons, and 
some special service ships, and some 
nine destroyers. Of the battleships 
six were sunk and two surrendered ; 
of the smaller ironclads, one was sunk 
and two surrendered ; of the cruisers, 
four were sunk, one is reported to 
have reached Vladivostock, one blew 
herself up at the mouth of Vladimir 
Bay, and t'iree are interned at Manila, 





Of the destroyers, two are said to 
have reached Vladivostock, one is 
interned in Shanghel, and the rest 
are sunk or stranded. This marvel- 
lous resalt has been achieved with 
the loss to Japan of three torpedo- 
boats, no destroyer or larger vessel 
having revived any serious injury. 
Among Admiral Togo's distinguish- 
ing traits are his modesty and brevity, 
and it is therefore the more noticeable 
that in reporting the fact that the 
Baltic.fleet had appeared on the 27th 
ult, he used words which the “Japan 
Daily Mail” translates: “The com- 
bind squadrons are going out xt once 
to attack and destroy the enemy.” 
“The expression gekimelsu (attack 
and destroy),” adds the “Mail,” “is 
curiously alike anything that a 
knowledg- of Togo’s habits of thought 
and language would have suggested 
as likely to be onuployed by him at 
such a moment. He must have had 
all his plans thoroughly matured and 
he must have been quite convinced 
of their infallibility.” His dispatch 
to Admiral Viscount Ito, Chief of the 
Naval Staff Office at Tokio, and 
Admiral Yamamoto, Minister of the 
Navy, when the action was over, 
was laconic enough: “We have 
practically annihilated the Second 
and Third BalticSquadrons. Youmay 
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feel at case.” In completeness, 
‘Admiral ‘Togo's victory will rank 
with the destruction of the Spanish 
Armada by Drake and his colleagues, 
_and the defeat of the French and 
Spanish fleets by Nelson at ‘Tra- 
falgar, but it surpasses all, former 
sea-fights in the trivial Joss incurred 
by the victors, though Admiral Togo 
had only four first-class battleships. 

Te seems certain now ‘that at least 

two of the Russian battleships were 

sunk by shell fire, a result that was 

thought from previous experience t» 

be a'most impcssible. But there was 

a oonsiderable sea on, and the vessel~ 
~ were rolling, which greatly ix- 

ired the accuracy of the Russian 
fre, Sa suited the Japanese who 
have been constently practising 
gunnery in a seaway. As the Rus- 
sian vessels rolled they exposed their

‘The other Russian battle- 
ships lost appear to have been blown 
up by torpedoes or sank by their 
own commanders, That two large 
battleships, one of them indeed badly 
damaged, and. two smaller ironclads 
should surrcnder, was an unexpected 
and welcome incident in the Japanese 
victory. It appears to be very un- 
certain whether any Japanese sub- 
marines took part in the action, the 
only authority for the sta‘ement 
that they did being one vernacular 
paper, the * Asahi.” Some surprise 
is expressed that the available vessels 
at Viadivostock did not take any 
part in the action. By coming down 
from the rorth, they might have 
caused a diversion in. favour of the 
Baltic fleet, but they abstained. It 
js noted that this is the first action 
in which Admiral Togo freely risked 
his battleships; in his former actions 
he has been very chary of them, 
because ‘they cou'd not be replaced ; 
but the Tsushima fight was a case of 
life or death fur Japan ; the Russian 
fleet had to be dest-oyed and Togo 
boldly used his whole power to 
achieve this end. 

Rumours of peace continue to 
come along the wires, but it is doubt- 
ful if peace will come yet. There 
will be another big battle first in 
Manchuria, and there is no reason 
to imagine that General Linievitch 
will suecced where General.Kuropat- 
kin consistently failed. No doubt 
one success that could be called a 














victory would make Russia 
listen to those who are demonstrat- 
ing to her the uselessness of continu- 
ing the struggle; but to let Russia 
reap even a small success does not 
agree with Japan's humour.

VICTORY ON JAPAN. 


Tokio, 1st June 
The English papers in Japan 
comment as they have done previous- 
ly on the remarkable self-control of 
the Japanese and siate that there 
is more excitement in London over 
the Boat Race or a Tyat Match. The 
people are earnest in their ex- 
pressions of gratitude to the il!ustra- 
tious virtues of the Emperor, to tho} 
influence of which, with occult justice, 
they ascribe the happy result. They 
are proudly grateful to their gallant 
navy, but this sense of relief and 
gratitude shows no sign of over- 
lowing and becoming intoxication. 
‘The Emperor's keynote is consis- 
tent generosity to the vanquished, 
By his immedia‘e indulgence to 
Admiral Nibogatoff and “his sur- 
rendered officers, all the Russian 
survivors hive been xeassured that 
they will be considerately treated, 
and Japan is giving the world the 
qaterial proofs of the depth of her 
ogress, and that lessons have not. 
been lost on her. If Japan while 
winning epoch-making victories by 
means of arms is also pari passu 
conquering the world’s prejudices by 
her moderation and magnanimity, it 
is hard to say which is the greater 
success.—Our own correspondent.

A GERMAN NEWSPAPER 
OPINION. 
Tokio, 3rd June. 

A telegram dated Berlin, the Ist 
of June states — 

After commenting on the last bat- 
tle from a naval point of view, the 
“ Koelnische Zeitung” states that it 
is no wonder the Japanese victory 
should strengthen the apprehension 
and admiration for Japan in Ger- 
many as elsewhere. It is a peculiar 
coincidence that Prince Arisugawa 
arrived in Berlin just at the time 
when the brilliantvictory was announ- 
ced. When the Prince was received 
by the Kaiser in person at the station 
with full military honours, Berliners 
had the opportunity of seeing a 
representative of the country which 
had just wonan important victory; the 
reception of the Prince and hiss uite 
was therefore exceptionally warm.

slow: for his glory is not in going, 
but in being.” Such was the dictum 
of the philosopher who should have 
lived in days when all artificial means 
of transit were non-existent, and man 
was dependent for locomotion on the 
proverbial mare belonging to Shanks. 
Fow men of Mr. Busiin's day sup- 
ported him in his old-world ideas, 
and there are fewer still at present, 
though it seems only the other day 
that the great art critic and econo- 
mist passed away. ‘To-day, spee 

counts for a great deal—though not 
for everything. Even speed may be 
bought too dear. But it is evident 
that civilisation has made up ite 
mind that if a thing is worth doing 
at all it is worth doing quickly. The 
nineteenth oontnty with its introduc- 
tion of steam set the ball a-fiying for 
the first time. Before that, it had only 
rolled. ‘The locomotive, the steam- 
ship, the bicycle, and the traction 


engine (mentioned only because | j 


it was the forerunner of the 
automobile) had their origin in 
England, as had numerous other 
mechanical devices for the quicken- 
ing of production as well as of travel. 
Competition to secure superiority in 
speed has become one of the main 
features of our day. In times gone 
by, continental trains were mere 
crawlers as compared with those that 
ran in England. Nowadays there is 
little to choose between them. If 
we are ahead one day, the French 
beat us the next, and the Germans 
beat them, and so on in a never- 
ceasing struggle. Some people ask 
with Ruskin, “Whatdoes it matter; 
‘a few minutes, or an hour or two, or 
even aday would make no difference ? 
It is dangerous to move at such high 
speeds.” fo which the. all-eufficient 
answer is a request to the objector 
to draw the line between safety 
and danger. To the inland China- 
man, the reckless rate of a 
icshia coolie would be alarming, just 
as the pro} to run the first trains 
at a speed of fifteen miles an hour 
alarmed the predecessors of our 
resent members of parliament. We 
Tavs amply proved long since that 
it is just as safe to travel at sixty as 
it is at six miles an hour, end the 
end is not yet. Motors have reached 
a speed balf as much again as. that of 
the fastest trains, and el:ctric cars 
on rails have’ done better even than 
that. 
What is life but a mode of motion? 
Mentally, physically, or spiritually we

to do more than our forefathers ever 
attempted. 

Speed ever attracts the keenest 
and most successful of men. He who 
can do something a day before his 
quickest competitor and do it equally 
well is the man to whom everybody 
turns, for “time is money,” and 
rightly or wrongly this is a money- 
making as it is au active age. Reputa- 
tion, other things being equal, goes 
with speed, Hence our ever-per- 
sisting efforts to out-do each other 
in competition for commerce, manu- 
factures, travel, and even in the less 
material things of life. Given rapid 
citizen 
may find time for a daily ramble in 
the country with fresh air, blue sky, 
and flowers all round him. He is 
benefited by the change. Mentall 
and morally he is a better man. It 
may be that he can ensure, thanks 
to locomotion of sufficient speed, the 
benefits of a country home for his wife 





and family, a boon which is .best 
appreciated by those who have had 
to put up with the narrow surround- 


ings of a busy city, where, “cabin’d, 
cribb’d, confin’d,” man’s physical 
nature deteriorates as certainly as 
does that of the humble plant. 

As to speed in war, was it not 
Napoleon who said that on the bat- 
tle-field, five minutes means a thou- 





sand years? Japan has been 80 
uniformly successful in her land

complete reparation and training.

I doubt if there 
ever existed a thoroughly good nat- 
ional system of education which was 
established by private effort, and 
there certainly was never a success- 
fal State which left the defence of 
its coasts and frontiers to the private 
individuals living near them. 

Suara.— All this,” as they say in 
the Baptismal Service, “I steadfastly 
believe.” But there is a vast difference 
between road-making, child-training, 
war-waging, and municipal trading. 
It is not against the necessary but 
against the unnecessary that I 
protest, 

Rosinson.—I should be glad to 
know on what principle your protest 
is based. Do you object to all muni- 
cipal trading, or only to certain kinds ? 

Smairn.—I object to the authorities 
doing anything that can be done 
equally well by private individuals, 
In the case of electricity in particular, 
it can be shown that the tendency to 
monopoly on the part of muni- 
cipalities has done much to hinder 
development.

At the moment you 
may pay your money and bave your 
choice, By and by, if you get into 
the hands of a business-like set of 
directors, unfettered by competition, 
you will pay your money, but you 
will have no choice, 

Rosrvson.—I was talking to Fiach 
about the matter this morning, and 
he thinks we ought to sell because it 
is not reasonable to expect ordinary 

ntlemen, as our Councillors are, to 

ow anything about electricity 
But I told him it would be just as 
foolish to expect them to know any- 
thing about road-making, sewer con- 
struction, or coucrete pipé-making.

Seldom haé any community been so 
shocked as were the foreign residents of 
Huchou this morning when it was known 
that Mr. Rox of Shanghai, while on his 
way to Mokanshan, had fallen overboard 
sud doubtless been drowned, though no 
trace of the body had been found 
at day)ig’ when the city gates wore 
opened anc! the messenger could come in 
for help, As soon as the news of the 
torrible tragedy was received the prefect 
and magistrates gavo all possible'sssist- 
anco, placing a number of boats and 
detachment of soldiers at the disposal of 
the foreign géntlemen who wore for- 
tunately at homo, and went immediately 
¢ scone of the accident, a bridge 
bout ight li from Huchou. In‘a fe 
minutes after their arrival the body was 
brought ashore and, although there was 
little hope of resuscitation, er effort 
was made that loving friendship could 
suggest or medical skill devise, but in vain. 

‘How it all happened must ever remain 
‘a mystery for the only lips that could tell 
are now silent for ever, The launch, 
a private one with only Mr. and Mrs. Rex 
on board, and going fult speed, was ne 
ing a bridge, when one of the watch 
heard. a splash and went aft, thinking 
one of the servants had fallen overboard. 
Finding all safe there he called for Mr. 
Rox who was to act as pilot from Huchou 
to Sanjoaboo. He was not in his berth, 
nor could any trace of him be found.

The Transvaal Constitution. 
In the midst of the Easter recess we 
have been provided with a political topic 
of the greatest interest and. importance 
by the publication of the Letters Patent 


dispatch from the Colonial Secretary 
explaining in detail the objects which 
the Government have kept in view in 
framing this Constitution and their 
reasons for the decisions at which they 
have arrived. The dispatch is an ad- 
mirably lucid exposition of the whole 
‘case. That is admitted on all hands. 
With regard to the new Constitution, 
there are strong differences of opinion. 
The extreme Radical organs of the Op- 
position are guarded in their criticisms 
‘and in 9 large measure reserve their 
judgment. The “ Westminster Gazette,” 
for instance, while pointing dut that the 
scheme of the Constitution—popular re- 
presentation without any control over 
the Exeoutive—is exactly that which was 
condemned in unmeasured terms by the 
first Earl of Durham in his famous re- 
port on Canada, acknowledges that the 





heads of the Royal Academicians, who 
have by no means recovered yet from the 
‘opprobrium cast upon them by the report 
of the Committeo of Inquiry into the ad~ 
ministration of the Chantrey Bequest. 
Almost without exception the oritios de- 
clare that Mr. Harvard Thomas's statue 
of “Lycidas,” which was rejected by the 
Royal Academy and is now on view 
at the New Gallery, is one of tho 
finest pieces of sculpture produced 
in this country for many years. The 
“Times” declares that its rejection is 
“grim comment upon the way in which 
soulpture is encouraged in England.” 
The “Daily News” declares that the 
Royal Academy has become “ palpably 
and unblushingly « vested interest,” and 
that “the venerable gentlemen who

ble by fall self-government, makes a 
good deal of difference. On 
Conservative side it is contended that 
the Boers have been treated with re- 
markable generosity, and that tho’ 
pledges given at the time of the surron- 
‘der have beon most amply kept, both in 
spirit and in the letter. That is cer- 
tainly true as far as the Transvaal is con- 
corned ; but there are many who think 
that the Orange River Colony, which is 
to be kept waiting ;until the experiment 
has been fairly tried in the sister colony, 
has a just oauso for complaint.

‘The Poet's London Memorial, 

Meanwhile there is much controversy 
over the proposed memorial to Shake- 
speare in London. The distinguisted 
committee who have the matter in hand 
seem at present unable to agroe as to the 
form the memorial should take ; and but 
for the gonerous offer of Mr. Badger it 
seems not unlikely that the movement 
would like its predessors end in a fiasco. 
The committee wanted at first to collect 
subscriptions bofore deciding on a scheme, 
but it is pointed out that people will not 
give while they do not know how tho 
money is to be spent. Mr. Sydney Leo 
very properly opposes the idea of @ sub- 
sidised theatre as a memorial, though he 
is in favour of founding such an institu- 
tion on its own merits ; and it is probable 
that the memorial will’ take sculptural 
form. It is quite trac, as is often 
pointed out, that many of our statues are 
anything but artistic or beautiful; but 
our living sculptors are certainly not in- 
eapable of producing work of high 
artistic quality. 
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The Revolt of East Ham. 

Another semi-political sensation has 
been caused by the refusal of East Ham 
to carry out,the EducationfActs. Their 
resolve has nothing to do with the 
religious question, and it is not a party 
move, for it is supported by Liberals 
and Conservatives alike. But the recent 
Acts have seriously diminished the relief 
which used to be given from the Im- 
perial Exchequer to necessitous dis- 
tricts, East Ham has a school rate of 
nearly three shillings in the pound, 
which is more thau double that of al- 
most any other place, and tem times as 
much as that of some places. East Ham 
contends that education should be a 
national, and not a local comcern, and 
that the cost should theref 
all over the country. But it is 
question, and it is vory 
know how the Government should 
or will deal with the present crisis. In 
law thoy ought to appoint a local educa- 
tion authority of their own nominees to 
supersede the revolting clected autho- 
rity ; but they can hardly do this without 
giving some definite promise to amend 
an admitted grievance. Of course East 
Ham has largely itself to blame. It is 
really @ part of London. Its great 
employers of labour live in London, or 
somewhere outside East Ham. It is a 
great new community, mainly composed 
of working classes; there’ are few rich 
people to pay rates, and practically no 
educational or other endowments. It. 
ought to have joined London, when the 
education rate and some other charges 
would have boon equalised with those of 
London, But in its pride it would have 
an independent municipality, and conse ,- 
quently it is about the most heavily ratisd 
community in the whole of England.

Sim,—It will be within your recollec- 
tion that in March of last year the 
Council addressed the Senior Consul in 
reference to the urgent need of remedial 
‘measures at the Mixed Court of the 
foreign Settlement, and it was then 
suggested, as a matter of tho first im- 
portance, that prisoners and civil-suit 
‘defendants held in custody at the Court 
should be under the supervision of the 
Municipal Police. I have the honour to 
refer you to the correspondence published 
‘at Page 84 et seq. of last year’s report 
and to draw your particular attention to 
‘the opinion which the Council of that 
date wressed to the effect that “ with- 
out Police supervision of the Mixed 
‘Court prisoners and cells, the local re- 
| gulations adopted by the Consular Body: 
“in 1902 can never be effectively enforced.” 

This opinion has received confirmation 
von more than one occasion and the as- 
thistance of the Consular Body and of the 
‘Ministers representing the Powers, at 
Peking has been invoked with a view to 
Kmlacing local administration upon 
amore satisfactory footing.

carefully examined by the committee, 
first individually, and 
collectively; we had some difficulty in 
deciding which was the best tender, but 
after weighing all the points in each, the 
committee unanimously reported that 
Messrs Bruce Peebles & Co’s tender was 
the best, and asked for authority to 
negotiate with them. In our various 
intervigws with their representatives, we 
mot our suggestions in a 
conciliatory spirit; we made no attempt 
to drive a hard bargain with them, but 
made certain modifications of the terms 
in the public interest, such as an amended 
royalty, wood paving in the Central 
distriot, and an increased contribution 
towards the construction of new bridges. 
But the most important point which the 
committee insisted upon was that the 
‘Tramway Company should take its 
supply. of current from the electric light 
station. It was quite clear to us that by 
this arrangement the increase in con- 
sumption would reduce our cost 
production, especially as the Tramway 
Company would be a steady consumer in 
the daytime when o : works are com- 
paratively idle; while our only outlay 
would be Tis 100,000 to Tis 120,000 for 
additional machinery. A contract for 
the supply of a large quantity of current 
at a profitable rate would materially 
enhance the value of the station as a 
realisablo asset.

Wo bore in mind that this was the 
fourthr time that tenders for tramways 
had boon called for ; first in 1899, for ti 
second time in 1903, for the third time 
last your, and finally in March this yoar. 
We wore of opinion that the Ratepayers 
alter .waiting many years had decided 
to have tramways without further delay, 
































and that if any of the tenderers had 
wanted to include the electric light 
works’ in the concession, they had 
not gone about it in the right way 
(hear, hear). Wo therefore decided to 
conclude our negotiations with those 
who had submitted tho best tender ; we 
felt that Messrs. Braco Peebles & Co. 
had entered into an open competition, 
that in that competition they had won 
fairly on their merits ; thatin subsequent 
negotiations they had met the Council * 
in a fair and conciliatory spirit, 
that on the whole their final terms were 
more favourable to the community than 
the Brush agreement which had boou 
accepted by a former Council, and that 
for these reasons they were entitled to 
‘the concession. More than that, after 
having virtually concluded negotiations 
with them, if wo had reopened the whole 
question in favour of a competitor, on an 
‘entirely new issue-and qye of which no 
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notice had been given, wo should have 
Iaid ourselves open to the charge of having 
treated them unfairly. (Hear, hear.) We 
cannot help feeling that the acceptance of 
Mr. Morgan Phillips’s resolution would 
put us in that position. I know that ho 
and his clients look upou the course 
taken by them as indicative of superior 
foresight, and fool that they are offering 
liberal terms as an inducement to reopen 
the tramway question, but pon reflection, 
I hope that it. will be clear to,them thxt 
the fundamental principle underlying open 
publiccompetition is equat terms and’a fair 
field to all alike, that under thess ¢m- 
ditions they were fairly beaten in the 
contest and that it would place the success- 
ful competitors at a decided disadvan- 
age if they were force] to enter’ upon a 
svcoud coutest at the inst-nce of their 
‘unsucceaful rivals subject to entirely new 
eonditions, which were not contemplated 
by anyone when the competition was 
nally thrown open.

the certificate of such Land Commissioners 
shall be conclusive evidence as. to tho 
amount payable by such foreign renter.

Mr. Anpgnson continued :—It will be 
jombered that this resolution was 
originally submitted for discussion at a 
special meeting convened after the 
Annual Monting last year, and als» of 
the Annual Meeting this yoar, but owing 
to the absence of a quorum on both 
‘occasions, the Council's intentions were 
not carried out. Full minutes and inform- 
ation in regard to the objects of the pro- 
posed new Regulation were then published

immediate benefit from the public 
improvement effected. While under 
Land Regulation Vlas, the power of 
compulsorily acquiring land from for- 
ciga owners exists, its utility is limited 
in the case of new roads by heavy com- 
tion obtainable in most cases, 

when brought before the Land Commis- 
sion; for this, no remedy exists, but the 
Council considers that if the present 
resolution is adopted the cempulsory 
assessment of foreign landowners for a 
of the cost of making up 
r in a largo meastire oqualise 
matters. It will be noted that the pro- 
posed compulsory assessments aro not to 
be made applicable to original native 
owners. This question has been fully 
considered and discussed, not only 
by the Council but by a Sp 
Crmmittee appo'nted in 1908 to consider 
the final draft of the Regulation, wherein 
tho Council had the benefit of expert pro- 
fe sional opivion, For the exemption of 
the native landowner from such assess- 
mant there are two good reasons ; first, 
that by the action of the Chinese nuthori- 
tieg, he is already liable to compulsory sur 
rendor of his land ; secondly, and this is 
the more important, becws>’ the native 
landownor as a rile is « small holder wa- 
possessed of much ready money and to 
miko him directly liable for rond assoss+ 
would in many instances practically 
mpel him t 8e 1 his property.

on Municipal Trading in 1903, showed 
that in the case of the municipal electric 
light undertaking there 1901-2, there 
was « loss of £3,849.6.8, and that since 
the electric light undertaking first com- 
menced there had been a loss to the 
ratepayors of £9,000, and no allowance 
had been made fur depreciation. 

From the “ Electrical Review” of 
August 1903, we read: “Tho capital 
expenditure on the Liverpool under- 
taking is about £1,336,709, the depreci 
tion upon which at 3 per cent would 
amount to £40,101; but the amount 
transferred during the year for reserve 
and renewals was only £21,386.9.8., and 
yet £12,029, figures ‘as contribution to 
the rates. 

Tt sooms difficult to understand by such 
figures how any contribution to rates is 
justified. In any case it would be inter- 
esting to have a complete statement of 
the results of the working of the Muni- 
cipal undertaking made out upon the 
principles recommended by the (Parlis 
mentary) Joint Committes. ‘The rate- 
payers of Liverpool would then und 
stand what municipal trading in olec- 
trical supply had cost them. 

(N. B.) “Liverpool has the largest trade 
of any municipal electric supply business, 
with an excellent load factor (25.11) 
considerably better than that of any other 
electrical undertaking, whether local 
authority or company, anda charge for 
the public lighting which shows a large 
profit over total cost.” 

In “ Engineering” of October 1903, we 
read: “Dr. V. W. Ginsberg read a paper 
before the British Association on the 
‘Growth of Rates.’ He states, ‘Local 
Government returns showed a total ex- 
penditure over all the Municipalities of 
+ «_- £121,000,000 in 1902? 

“The author pointed out that the return 
that was made by these undertakings was 
not proportionate to the capital charges 
incurred. For instance, he quoted Liver- 
pool, which had spent £7,750,000 to 
obtain a return of £45,000 per annum 
(68 per cent).” 

The sbove statements, we think, amply 
refute Mr. Darwent’s contention that his 
four propositions are statements of fact 
which cannot be denied, and the rate- 
payers, after reading the above cannot

ing in conjunction with the tramway, 
give their entire attention to the business 
in hand, devote their whole energies to 
the successful operation of same, in- 
vestigate with the utmost care every 
expenditure, and. operate their under- 
taking on an absolutely sound financial 
basis, which is not the caso, as is shown 
above, when such nudertaking is.undor 
Municipal control. 

It is impossible for a public body of 
non-technical men to deal with a highly 
technical business with the same care and 
understanding as s private company, 
whose sole business it is to endeavour to 
obtain a return out of such an under- 
taking.

Hudson Taylor was born 
in Barnsley, Yorkshire, -on - the 21st 
May, 1832,’ Ho arrived in Shanghai 
on Ist March, 1854, in connection, 
with thy Chine e Evang lisation Society, 
and had the priviloge of working for some 
time wth tho Rev. W. O. Burns, the 
well-known missionary. Fle returned to 
England after a few years and severed 
his connection with tho Evangolisation 
Society.

On the maryin of his 
Bible he wrote on the 26th of Juse of thst 
year the following simple yor m-mentous:

“ Nornoway. acrgse,the foam” has 
determined, to .dissolye partnership 
withSweden. For some time grave 
constitutional struggle has been 
going.on. between the two countries, 
and at last the Norwegian Storthing 
has, taken the oceania step of 
determining to separate. It appears 
to. bee. Nowway'e wish thay. Peis 
separation shall be friendly; and it is, 
hoped that King Oscar will allow 
one of his sons to be King of Nor- 
way; that this friendliness will be 
reciprocated by Sweden is not by 
any means certain. 

je. “Statesman’s Yenr-Book” 
tells us that “by,the treaty of Kiel, 
Jan, 14, 1814, Nievey was ceded to 
the King of Sweden by the King of 
Denmark, but the Norwegian people 
did not recognise this cession, and 
declared themselves independent. A 
Constituent Assembly motat Eidsvold, 
and having adopted, on May 17, a 
Constitution, elected the “Danish 
Prince Christian Fredrik King of 
Norway, The Swedish troops, how- 
ever, entered Norw: and, the 
Foreign Powers refusing to recognise 
the newlyrelected. King, ‘the. parties 
concluded, August 14, the Conven- 
tion of Moss, by which the independ- 
ency of Norway, in union with 
Sweden, was solemnly proclaimed, 
Anex!raordinary Storthing was then 
convoked, which adopted the modi- 
fications in the Constitution made 
necessary by the union with Sweden, 
and then elected King Carl XIII 
(ihe King of Sweden) King of 
jorway, November 4; 1814. The 
following year was promulgated a 
charter, the Rikeakt, establishing 
new fundamental laws on the terms 
that the union of the two Kingdoms 
be indisso'uble and irrevocable, 
without prejudice, however, to the 
separate government, constitution, 
and code of laws of either Sweden or 
Norway.” 

The cause of the struggle, which 
has culminated in this decision of the 
Storthing, is the demand for greater 
independence for Norway in her for- ' 
eiga policy.

there is no hostility now between 
the two. les,—the probable result 
would te the exhaustion of both 
countries, and the creation of a 
feeling of hatred between the two 
peoples which it would take a long 
time to dissipate. The dispute is 
emphatically one for the Hague 
Tribunal, or for President Roosevelt, '
